air projects 


Deadline for IDEM, 
Volkswagen Committee 
grant is April 30

The Indiana Department of 
Environmental Management 
(IDEM) and the Indiana Volk- 
swagen Environmental Mit- 
igation Trust Fund Commit- 
tee have formally announced 
Round 2 of the Indiana Volk- 
swagen Environmental Miti- 
gation Trust Program’s grant 
funding which will distribute 
awards ranging from $50,000 
to $2 million, according to a 
press release. 

The total available funding 
for this round is $9.83 mil- 
lion. 

The grant money will be 
awarded to clean air projects 
that significantly reduce die- 
sel emissions across Indiana. 
Example projects include 
replacing older, higher emis- 
sion diesel garbage trucks 
with newer, cleaner, com- 
pressed natural gas-powered 
vehicles or replacing old 
diesel school buses with new 
clean-diesel, alternative fuel 
or electric buses. Some of 
the Round 1 projects includ- 
ed replacing diesel-powered 
school buses with electric and 
propane-powered buses, die- 
sel-powered transit buses with 
electric and compressed natu- 
ral gas-powered transit buses,

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Indiana House sees leadership 
change session nears end

INDIANAPOLIS The 
top leadership position in the 
Indiana House changed hands 
Monday for the first time in a 
decade in an unusual transi- 
tion just as this year’s legisla- 
tive session is about to wrap 
up. 

Longtime Republican House 
Speaker Brian Bosma stepped 
down and was replaced by 
Rep. Todd Huston in the pow- 
erful post that largely controls 
which proposals are consid- 
ered and appoints leaders of 
its some two dozen commit- 
tees reviewing legislation. 

Bosma and Huston have 
been close allies, with Hus- 
ton serving last year as the 
top House budget negotiator. 
House Republicans made 
Huston their new speaker pick 
soon after Bosma announced 
in November that he wouldn’t 
seek reelection this year to ex- 
tend his 34 years in the Leg- 
islature. 

Bosma said the transition 
just before the legislative ses- 
sion adjourns this week avoids 
confusion over House leader- 
ship and gives Huston a few 
days “to get his feet wet.’ No 
other House speaker changes 
stretching back several de- 
cades have been in mid-ses- 
sion and most have followed 
election outcomes changing 
which party controlled major- 
ities. 

Huston said Monday he 
would look to build on what 
he called state government’s 
good financial position. 

“T want to make sure Indiana 
is a great economic environ- 
ment for folks to earn higher 
wages, for companies to hire 
more people, for great teach- 
ers to succeed and for a strong 
educational system,’ Huston 
told reporters. 

Huston, 47, is from the Indi- 
anapolis suburb of Fishers and 
was first elected to the House 
in 2012. He was the state Re- 
publican Party treasurer and 


was chief of staff for GOP 
former state schools superin- 
tendent Tony Bennett before 
joining the Legislature. 

Bosma is the longest-serving 
House speaker in state history 
with 12 years total in the posi- 
tion. He’s been the top House 
Republican as either speaker 
or minority leader since 2001. 
He was first speaker in 2005- 
2006, after which Democrats 
regained House control for 
four years, but Bosma re- 
turned to the top position for 
the 2011 session. 

Bosma presided over the 
House as Republicans took 
major steps such as creat- 
ing the state’s private school 
voucher program, approving 
the contentious state religious 
objections law, leasing the In- 
diana Toll Road to a private 
operator and adopting state- 
wide daylight saving time. 

He also spearheaded the 
GOP push to make Indiana 
the first Midwestern state with 
a “right to work” law barring 
companies and unions from 
signing contracts that require 
employees to pay union fees. 
That bill prompted lengthy 
boycotts by Democratic law- 
makers in 2011 and 2012 that 
ultimately failed as Republi- 
cans imposed $1,000-a-day 
fines against them. 

Several lawmakers credited 
Bosma for taking the lead on 
many tough issues. 

“In the history books, some 
of us will have a sentence, 
some will have a chapter. 
Speaker Bosma, I think you 
will have multiple chapters,” 
said House Majority Leader 
Matt Lehman, a Republican 
from Berne. 

Bosma, 62, was first elect- 
ed to the Legislature in 1986 
from a suburban Indianapolis 
district, following his father 
who served in the Indiana 
House or Senate between 
1963 and 1983. House Mi- 
nority Leader Phil GiaQuin- 
ta, a Fort Wayne Democrat, 
jokingly blamed Bosma’s 
knee and hip replacements on 


walking the Statehouse’s mar- 
ble floors for more than five 
decades. 

Bosma told House members 
in his farewell remarks that 
they should be courageous be- 
cause incremental change of- 
ten doesn’t make a big enough 
difference. 

“We each need to think a 
decade down the line,’ Bos- 
ma said. “Figure out what we 
want and work every day to 
try to make that happen.” 

Huston was Bennett’s chief 
of staff in 2009 and 2010 as 
the state schools superinten- 
dent worked with then-Gov. 
Mitch Daniels on contentious 
education overhaul plans, 
including launch of the na- 
tion’s broadest private school 
voucher program, a merit pay 
system for teachers and push- 
ing for state takeover of public 
schools with records of low 
student scores on standardized 
exams. 

Much of that agenda won 
legislative approval after Re- 
publicans regained House 
control with the 2010 elec- 
tion, and Bosma took over as 
speaker. But Bennett became 
a lightning rod for teacher an- 
ger and lost his 2012 reelec- 
tion bid. 

Huston took active role in 
education issues when he first 
joined the House, including 
sponsoring a bill to expand el- 
igibility for the private school 
voucher program. But he soon 
moved to the budget-writing 
Ways and Means Committee 
and focused more on fiscal-re- 
lated issues. Huston was the 
top House negotiator last year 
on the new two-year state 
budget. 

Huston takes over GOP cau- 
cus leadership heading into 
the November 2020 election, 
when all 100 House seats will 
be on the ballot and Republi- 
cans will be seeking to retain 
the two-thirds supermajority 
they’ve held since the 2012 
election that allows them to 
take action even without any 
Democrats present.

COPD most often 
associated with smoking 


DEAR DOCTOR: I’m 66 years 
old, and I seem to be of an 
age at which the people I 
know are being diagnosed 
with COPD. I’ve heard it 
mentioned in TV ads, but I 
still don’t really understand 
what it is. Who gets COPD? 
Is there a cure? 

DEAR READER: Chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis- 
ease, commonly referred to 
as COPD, is the name for 
a group of 
lung diseas- 
es in which

duce symptoms that include 
wheezing, persistent cough- 
ing, an excess of mucus in 
the lungs, a sensation of 
tightness in the chest and 
shortness of breath, particu- 
larly during and after physi- 
cal exertion. 

Because COPD diminishes 
lung function, the amount of 
oxygen that is available to the 
body is reduced. This leads to 
symptoms like weakness and 
fatigue, and it can even cause 
the lips or fingernails to take 
on a blueish color. 

The two most common 
types of COPD are emphyse- 
ma and chronic bronchitis. In 
emphysema, the tissues in the 
smaller airways and air sacs 
in the lungs become dam- 
aged, which makes breathing 
increasingly difficult. Chron- 
ic bronchitis results in the 
over-production of mucus in 
the airways due to inflamma- 
tion. This causes a persistent 
cough as the lungs attempt to 
clear the mucus. It also leaves 
the individual at increased 
risk for repeated respirato- 
ry infections. The disease is 
caused by long-term expo- 
sure to fine particulates and 
other irritants that damage 
the airways and the lungs. 

The leading cause of COPD 
is a history of smoking ciga- 
rettes. It can also be caused 
by environmental exposure, 
such as air pollution and 
second-hand smoke, or in- 
dustrial exposure, such as in 
coal mining, tunnel work and 
certain manufacturing and 
chemical processes. People 
with a deficiency of alpha-1 
antitrypsin, a protein that 
protects the lungs, also can 
develop COPD despite hav- 
ing no other risk factors. 

To diagnose COPD, your 
doctor begins with a detailed 
medical history to assess ex- 
posure to pollutants, includ- 
ing cigarettes. Lung function 
tests are used to measure the 
amount of air someone can

inhale and exhale and wheth- 
er or not adequate amounts of 
oxygen are being delivered 
to the blood. The most com- 
mon of these is spirometry, 
in which the person blows 
through a tube and into a 
gauge called a spirometer. 
The spirometer measures two 
markers of lung function — 
the volume of air the lungs 
can hold and how efficient 
they are at expelling that air. 
Scans such as a chest X-ray 
or CT scan may be used to 
detect emphysema, and to 
rule out cancer or heart fail- 
ure. A blood test known as an 
arterial blood gas analysis re- 
veals how efficient the lungs 
are at delivering oxygen to 
the blood and removing car- 
bon dioxide, a waste product. 
Treatment includes medica- 
tions known as bronchodila- 
tors, which relax and open the 
airways to make breathing 


easier. In more severe cases, 
oxygen therapy and inhaled 
steroids to reduce inflamma- 
tion may be recommended. 

Lifestyle changes are just 
as important. These include 
quitting smoking.

t a Wednesday rally outside 

the U.S. Supreme Court, 
Senate Minority Leader Charles 
Schumer had some pointed 
language about the most recent 
appointees to the high court and 
the prospect that they may be 
rolling back women’s reproduc- 
tive rights under a case involving 
Louisiana’s highly-restrictive 
anti-abortion law heard that 
morning by the court. 

“T want to tell you, (Justice Neil) 
Gorsuch; I want to tell you [Jus- 
tice Brett] Kavanaugh: You have 
released the whirlwind, and you 
will pay the price,’ Sen. Schumer 
said. “You won’t know what hit 
you if you go forward with these 
awful decisions.” 

It was later explained, through 
a spokeswoman, that the intent 
was not to threaten anyone and 
that the price to be paid was 
purely a political one by Senate 
Republicans, who had stacked the 
court with right-wing ideologues. 
But Chief Justice John Roberts 
was clearly upset by the choice 
of words and issued a statement, 
something rarely done by this or 
any federal court, to denounce 
them. 

“Justices know that criticism 
comes with the territory, but 
threatening statements of this 
sort from the highest levels of 
government are not only inap- 
propriate, they are dangerous.” 
Justice Roberts said, adding that 
the justices will continue to do 
their jobs “without fear or favor 
from whatever quarter.” 

We aren’t comfortable with 
Sen. Schumer’s language either. 
But then, we weren’t comfortable 
with the strikingly similar formu- 


lation offered by Mr. Kavanaugh 
at his own confirmation hearings 
in 2018. 

“Since my nomination in July, 
there’s been a frenzy on the left 
to come up with something, 
anything, to block my confir- 
mation,’ he told Democrats on 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
“You sowed the wind for decades 
to come. I fear that the whole 
country will reap the whirlwind.” 

The only thing missing was a 
microphone and some courthouse 
steps with sign-waving support- 
ers. 

Justice Roberts had nothing to 
say about that comment from a 
fellow member of the judiciary 
at the time. Nor did he speak up 
last week when President Donald 
Trump aggressively went after 
two other Supreme Court justices, 
telling an audience in India that 
Sonia Sotomayor and Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg should recuse them- 
selves from any cases involving 
him. 

It was, of course, hardly the first 
time that Mr. Trump saw bias 
against him on a federal court. 
Perhaps the worst example to 
date was his 2016 criticism of 
Judge Gonzalo Curiel for lacking 
impartiality in a matter involving 
then-candidate Trump’s dubious 
“Trump University” because of 
his Mexican heritage. Or there’s 
the time in 2018 when President 
Trump described a federal judge 
as an “Obama judge” after an 
adverse ruling on migrant asylum 
policy. Or perhaps just about 
any month on the presidential 
Twitter feed when he’s threaten- 
ing someone or other, such as his 
prediction of war if he’s removed 


from office. 

“Tf the Democrats are successful 
in removing the President from 
office (which they will never 
be), it will cause a Civil War like 
fracture in this Nation from which 
our Country will never heal,’ he 
tweeted just six months ago. 

Mr. Roberts hasn’t been entirely 
silent. He did have some cross 
words over the “Obama judge” 
crack issuing a statement that ob- 
served, in part, “We do not have 
Obama judges or Trump judges, 
Bush judges or Clinton judges.” 
But that was a relatively mild 
rebuke compared to the Schumer 
reprimand, which included the 
pronouncement that the senator’s 
rally remarks were “dangerous.” 

Yet if judges, particularly the 
chief judge of the nation’s highest 
court, want to be perceived as im- 
partial umpires calling balls and 
strikes without favor to one team 
or another, they need a consistent 
strike zone. Mr. Roberts ought 
to either call out all bad behavior 
or none at all. The standard here 
is impossible to discern. And it’s 
particularly problematic given 
how the federal courts are being 
tilted to the right with the Trump 
administration’s unceasingly 
policy of appointing judges who 
conform to Federalist Society 
criteria. 

It’s fair to admonish Senator 
Schumer for sliding into second 
with his spikes up, but it is not fair 
to then ignore the sign stealing or 
other equally inappropriate ac- 
tions on the other side, including 
by the current occupant of the 
Oval Office.

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A decelerating economy 
on the brink of recession 


he world economy has been 

decelerating since 2018, 
and without stimulus we would 
probably be in a modest glob- 
al downturn. That is changing 
for the worse. The arrival of 
Covid-19 is already exacting a 
toll on the weakened manufac- 
turing sector. Even if the disease 
were to vanish tomorrow, the first 
of half of 2020 will see global 
manufacturing slipping well into 
recession territory. Monetary and 
fiscal policy cannot now prevent

The challenge to 
policymakers is 
that there are two 
distinct types of 
business cycle 
pressures currently affecting the 
global economy. Both are largely 
immune to policy intervention, 
so we can do little to rescue the 
short-run economy. 

Global responses to Covid-19 
are mixed. Large-scale quaran- 
tines failed to stop the spread of 
the virus that causes the disease. 
So, in the coming weeks, those 
extreme quarantine efforts will be 
dropped. Instead of trying to halt 
the spread of the disease, govern- 
ments will try to slow the speed 
of transmission. The policy goals 
will be to prevent a rush on local 
medical services and to buy time 
for the creation of a vaccine. 

These different responses illus- 
trate the dueling types of down- 


turns we face. The strict quaran- 
tines interrupt supply chains, drive 
down the production of manufac- 
tured goods and reduce commod- 
ity prices. This type of downturn 
is more like the oil shock of the 
1970s or the Persian Gulf War. 
Academic researchers refer to 
these as ‘real business cycles’ 
because they involve the actual 
production of goods and services, 
not consumer sentiments. These 
types of recessions are highly re- 
sistant to public policy, and must 
simply run their course. 

The efforts to slow the disease 
will include local closings and 
cancellations, along with lots 
of smaller preventive measures. 
These will be less disruptive to 
the national or global economy, 
but they come at a cost. These 
costs can be very high, particu- 
larly in industries that depend on 
travel, tourism and the gathering 
of crowds. This will look like a 
demand shock or loss of consum- 
er confidence, in which a sudden 
decline in spending pushes us into 
recession. 

In this type of downturn, 
traditional policies to boost the 
economy should work more 
effectively. But, in the case of a 
global disease, the tools to restore 
confidence are unlikely to rescue 
the economy. With interest rate 
cuts, the Fed might convince us 
that the stock market declines are 
transient, but they aren’t going to 
convince folks to visit an amuse- 
ment park or take a cruise. 

We might as well face the fact 
that governments don’t possess 
the tools to prevent downturns 
of these types. We should not 


realistically expect much support 
for the economy in the coming 
months. Instead, we should use 
this episode as an instructive mo- 
ment on the limits of government. 

The long term holds far more 
uncertainty. Right now, data about 
mortality, morbidity and infection 
rates of Covid-19 are ambiguous. 
Some serious analysis reports that 
Covid-19 is similar to the 1918 
Flu in mortality, but is more likely 
to affect those already at risk. This 
means it will kill fewer healthy 
young people, and more of those 
with existing conditions. Howev- 
er, if the death rate from Covid-19 
is like the 1918 Flu, it could kill 
more than 2.1 million Americans 
over two years, which is five 
times our casualties in World 
War II. Of course, we have much 
better medical care than in 1918- 
1919, so we should be hopeful it 
is less deadly. Still, with a death 
rate of 2.0 percent and 50 percent 
infection rate, a large nation such 
as India could anticipate an aston- 
ishing 13 million deaths. 

It is far too early to do serious 
economic analysis of long-run ef- 
fects of this disease. However, it is 
not too early to conclude that this 
virus has the potential to have a 
large and enduring impact on the 
world’s economy. Perhaps the dis- 
ease will fade away with summer, 
and be controlled long enough to 
develop a vaccine. In that optimis- 
tic scenario, we still face a modest 
downturn in the middle of 2020. 
We may not slide into a technical 
recession, but this slowing will 
have all the hallmarks of a reces- 
sion and be with us until at least 
the end of summer. 
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So, two old white 
guys walk into a bar 


Ee before Sen. Elizabeth Warren 
suspended her presidential campaign, 
a recurrent theme had emerged from the 
commentariat. In so many words: Now all 
we have to choose between are two septua- 
genarian white men. 

(Yes, Hawaii’s Rep. Tulsi Gabbard is still 
running, though no one seems to know 
why.) 

We’ve long known that white men are 
the demographic to hate (on), as the woke 
generation might put it. But not so long 
ago — like, last summer — it was considered 
bad form to be ageist. P.S. 
Warren is 70. 

What happened? And, how 
did the Democratic Party 
suddenly start acting like the 
GOP? Somehow, with all 
the diversity crowding the 
original field of Democrat- 
ic contenders, the party of 
progress wound up culling 
the herd to two white men of 
advanced years. 

One, 78-year-old Bernie Sanders, is an 
arm-waving socialist who comes across as a 
fanatic. The other, 77-year-old Joe Biden, is 
a bleeding-heart, old-school liberal, whose 
style tends toward the conciliatory. 

My favorite Biden line from the debate 
series tells the story. When the moderator 
in the debate here last week called time on 
Biden, the former vice president seemed 
surprised at himself when he responded: 
“Why am I stopping? No one else stops.” 

Indeed, Biden did stop, because that’s 
what he was supposed to do, whereas 
nearly all the others continued talking 
over the moderator. Most people probably 
thought little of Biden’s remark even if they 
unconsciously absorbed the deeper mean- 
ing of his words: Biden plays by the rules. 
This counts a great deal when it comes to 
governance and consensus-building, as you 
may have noticed the past three or so years. 

After almost five decades in public office, 
Biden has learned how to talk to the other 
side and pitch legislation without breaking 
down doors. Although some Democrats 
may see compromise as surrender and 
might prefer a Sanders-style revolution in 
the nation’s affairs, they seem to be in the 
minority. 

If the Democrats’ mission is to defeat 
Donald Trump this fall, then primary 
voters have thus far chosen wisely. There 
is simply no way independents and Re- 
publicans-in-exile would vote for Sanders. 
Indeed, Sanders is the perfect candidate if 
voters want to see Trump reelected. 

Among those disappointed with the 
old, white men’s club are those who had 
hoped Warren would lead the Democratic 
ticket. They blame her failed campaign 
on long-embedded notions that presidents 
should look a certain way, insisting that 
the deck is stacked against women. With- 
out question, women have to strive harder 
than men to advance in nearly every arena 
and Warren out-debated, out-planned and 
out-did herself with a passion and energy 
seldom, if ever, before seen. 

Even so, she was often her own worst 
enemy. Despite her enormous talent and 
intelligence, Warren began losing ground 
when she continued to adjust her position 
on Medicare for All. This undermined the 
sincerity she otherwise conveyed. When 
a candidate keeps rearranging her spots, 
people tend to lose faith. And, by the way, 
didn’t the Democratic Party nominate Hil- 
lary Clinton last time around? 

For better or worse, Sanders and Biden 
have been consistent across the ages. 

Both are, oddly, straight out of the Silent 
Generation — the cohort wedged between 
the Greatest Generation and baby boomers. 
But the two men couldn’t be more different. 
Sanders, who honeymooned in the Soviet 
Union (for heaven’s sake!) moved from 
Brooklyn to Vermont in 1968, a pivotal year 
in America’s cultural history and the one 
in which Sanders seems still to be stuck. 
To him, it seems, once a radical, always a 
radical. 

Biden’s mindset was formed in the 1950s, 
like Trump’s only different. In Richard Ben 
Cramer’s “What It Takes,” a political Bible 
for many of today’s journalists, Biden never 
thought of himself as a radical — either 
when he was in college in the early Sixties, 
much less now. He thought of himself as 
an athlete, as well as someone who could 
get all the way to the White House from the 
tiny state of Delaware. He still talks about 
taking Trump out behind the gym, sounding 
more like a character out of an Archie and 
Veronica comic than, say, one of Trump’s 
“people” the president sometimes sics on 
troublemakers at his rallies. 

The main difference between the two, of 
course, is that Biden has grown and learned 
from experiences that might have broken 
a lesser man. He has suffered and resolved 
to stay positive in stark contrast to Trump, 
who seems to relish the opposite. 

Both Sanders and Biden have served 
more years in Washington than should be 
allowed, respectively, 29 and 47 years. But 
the country isn’t yet ready for what Sanders 
is selling and Biden, though he trips over 
his words sometimes, is steady, familiar 
and human. Not least, like the president 
he served as vice president, Biden flashes 
a dazzling, reassuring smile, the value of 
which can’t be overestimated. 

Against the scowler-in-chief, aged 73, 
an experienced, congenial, happy warrior 
should do well.

But being 
forced to

for many workers who are 
already living paycheck 
to paycheck. These folks 
may need cash more than 
canned goods. 

A distressing number of 
Americans have insuffi- 
cient emergency savings, 
and many of the nation’s 
largest banks aren’t doing 
enough to encourage 
people to automatically put 
money away in a savings 
account, according to a 
new report being released 
by the Consumer Federa- 
tion of America (CFA). 

Only 31 percent of house- 
holds in the lowest income 
quintile (less than $23,290 
annually) and 45 percent of 
those in the second income 
quintile (between $23,291 
and $41,315 annually) 
have a savings account or 
money market deposit ac- 
count, according to CFA’s 
analysis of the data from 
the Federal Reserve Board 
2016 Survey of Consumer 
Finances. 

The CFA’s report comes 
at a crucial time. Automat- 
ed savings is critical for 
low- to moderate-income 
families. If a $500 car 
repair can crash people’s 


budgets, just imagine the 
financial disruption faced 
by households impacted 
by the coronavirus because 
either they are too sick to 
work and run out of sick 
leave, or their income is 
reduced because people ar- 


en’t eating out or shopping. 


The CFA set out to deter- 
mine if the banks provide 
affordable access to low- 
er-income savers, includ- 
ing the long-term poor and 
many college students and 
other young adults. 

The organization looked 
at the accounts for small 
savers and measured ac- 
cessibility (could savings 
deposits and withdrawals 
be made through tellers 
without a fee?), afford- 
ability (do savers have to 
pay a monthly fee and, 
if not, how do they avoid 
it?), and the promotion of 
automated savings (are 
the banks doing a good 
enough job encouraging 
checking-account holders 
to save through automated 
deposits?). 

Overall, savings accounts 
at the banks they sur- 
veyed aren’t as accessible 
or reasonably priced as 
they need to be for low- 
er-income families, said 
Stephen Brobeck, a senior 
fellow at CFA and author 
of the report. 

Only one-quarter of the 
largest 101 banks offer 
consumer-friendly ac- 
counts for small savers, the 
CFA report argues. 

Even if financial institu- 
tions have affordable and 
accessible savings ac- 
counts, many of them fail 
to aggressively promote 
automated savings, Bro- 
beck said in an interview. 


“Potential pandemics and 
increasing natural disasters 
make it even more import- 
ant for Americans to build 
an emergency fund that 
can cushion income loss 
and unexpected expenses,” 
Brobeck said. 

The key is to remove 
barriers to low- and mod- 
erate-income savers. A 
lower cost savings account 
is often tied to having 
a checking account. As 
the CFA points out, the 
typical monthly checking 
fee at large banks is $10 
to $12. This monthly fee 
is generally waived if 
a customer maintains a 
certain balance and has a 
regular direct deposit, such 
as a payroll check. In the 
survey, most of the largest 
30 banks set the minimum 
at either $300 or $500. 
Smaller banks and credit 
unions usually set these 
minimums at $250 or less, 
according to the report. 

Just 10 of the banks in 
the study offer savings 
accounts with no monthly 
fees that can be opened and 
maintained at their branch- 
es. Six of those 10 don’t 
require a minimum amount 
savers have to deposit to 
open an account. For ex- 
ample, Capital One’s “360 
Performance Savings” 
account has no minimum 
deposit requirement. 

To keep costs down for 
savers, several banks offer 
free online accounts that 
can only be opened online. 
Twenty-four banks offer 
low-cost savings accounts 
at branches to customers 
who agree to make month- 
ly deposits of at least $25. 

If you’re looking for an 
affordable savings account, 


You may think sunglasses are the ultimate fashion 
accessory for summertime fun, but they actually 
perform an invaluable function all year round.

As Brobeck pointed out, 
if Americans are afraid to 
leave home or curtail their 
travel — just as summer 
vacation season is about to 
begin — some workers such 
as restaurant servers might 
see an immediate decline 
in their incomes. As the 
coronavirus spreads, many 
who are infected are likely 
to incur additional health 
costs, such as co-pays for 
doctor visits and medica- 
tions. 

The easiest way to build 
a cash reserve is to have 
your bank or credit union 
transfer funds regularly 
and automatically into a 
savings account. 

I understand how hard 
it is for many families to 
save. But recent events are 
just another reminder of 
how vital it is to have an 
emergency fund.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Four assistant football 
coaches at Ohio State will be 
paid at least $1 million this 
year, according to salary fig- 
ures released by the school 
Monday. 


That will mark the first 
time four assistants on one 
staff have made seven fig- 
ures, according to the USA 
Today database of coach’s 
salaries. The database 
shows there were 24 assis- 
tants making at least $1 mil- 
lion nationwide in 2019, 
including Ohio State co-de- 
fensive coordinator Greg 
Mattison. 


The total salaries of Ohio 
State assistants on coach 
Ryan Day’s staff will be just 
under $8 million for 2020, 
plus bonuses based on team 
performance. Day just got a 
three-year extension and 
raise that will pay him $6 
million plus bonuses in 
2020. 


The highest-paid assistant 
will be Kerry Coombs, a for- 
mer Ohio State assistant 
who returned from a stint 
with the Tennessee Titans to 
be co-defensive coordinator.

Kevin Wilson will make $1.2 
million. Mattison and defen- 
sive line coach Larry John- 
son each will make $1.133 
million. Wilson and Johnson 
got raises of more than 
$200,000 from 2019. 


The total for the Ohio State 
football staff in 2019 was 
$7.25 million, making it the 
third highest in the country 
behind Alabama and Clem- 
son, according to USA Today.

Southwood dominates 
Cougars for sectional crown

PONETO - Every section- 
al title is as different as it 
special. Southwood’s boys’ 
basketball team has had its 
share of dramatic and mem- 
orable championships in 
recent seasons. And even if 
Saturday’s final at South- 
ern Wells against Lakeland 
Christian was devoid of 
suspense, the title will res- 
onate all the same with the 
Knights. 

A sloppy first quarter gave 
way to pure dominance 
from Southwood in the 
second and third periods as 
the Knights won their third 
sectional title in the last four 
years. 

“They’re all different,” 
Southwood head coach 
John Burrus said. “But get- 
ting to a point where we’re 
able to win a sectional with 
this team...it’s a neat feeling 
because these guys are resil- 
ient. They keep coming. It’s 
pretty impressive what these 
kids have done and we’re 
kind of on a roll right now.” 

The Knights have had 
their trials and tribulations 


this season. A slow start ap- 
peared to give way to a turn- 
around in the middle of the 
season for the Knights have 
four wins in five contests. 
But Southwood stumbled 
again in February with a 
four-game losing streak. 

But the Knights found 
their footing to close the 
regular season before piec- 
ing together two dominant 
sectional performances. The 
Knights dominated the hosts 
on Friday with a 69-44 win 
to advance to Saturday’s fi- 
nal. 

Lakeland Christian, mean- 
while, shocked Northfield 
with one of their best offen- 
sive outings of the season to 
earn a 59-43 win and a spot 
in the finals, 

But as the two sides met in 
the final, the Knights quick- 
ly asserted their dominance 
with a hounding defense. 
Southwood turned the Cou- 
gars over at will but could 
not turn its dominance on 
the court into a substantial 
lead on the scoreboard as 
Lakerland Christian trailed 
just 15-10 after the opening 
period. 

Quickly, though, South- 


wood seized control of the 
game in the second period. 
Four quick buckets pushed 
the lead to 23-10. Despite 
a valiant effort from Seth 
Martin, who scored the first 
13 points of the night for 
Lakeland, Southwood only 
continued opening up a larg- 
er and larger lead. 

Back-to-back layups from 
Carson Rich capped off 
a 9-0 run as part of a 17-2 
spurt to poen the period. 
Martin’s free throw and a 
layup from Cameron Shep- 
herd offset another Rich 
bucket but Southwood 
scored the final six points of 
the period to head into the 
locker room up 40-15. 

“I think that quarter was 
just sluggish,’ Burrus said 
of the first period. “We had 
to get going and we did 
and those two middle quar- 
ters, you’re talking about a 
group of guys with a nice 
run on offense. But to hold 
a team down that had just 
beat Northfield the night be- 
fore in an incredible game, 
we knew it was going to 
be tough for them to come 
in here and put two games 
together like that, that both- 


ered us but we knew if we 
came in and got the heat up 
on them, they were going to 
have to do some things. The 
score just kind of started 
getting up for us.” 

The Cougars turned the 
ball over 26 times in the first 
half as Southwood won the 
second period 25-5. Carson 
Rich scored 14 first-half 
points to nearly outscore 
Lakeland while Connor 
Rich tallied 10 of his own. 

Any hope of a comeback 
for the Cougars was quickly 
dashed as the Rich brothers 
scored the first eight points 
of the quarter, six of those 
from Carson.

Cavaliers stun Apaches in sectional semis

NORTH MANCHES- 
TER -— Every memorable 
comeback story has to have 
someone on the losing side. 
On Friday, the Wabash 
boys’ basketball team were 
forced into that role. 

After opening up an 
18-point second-half lead 
and an 1 1-point fourth-quar- 
ter lead, the Apaches were 
outscored 20-6 over the final 
six minutes by Fort Wayne 
Canterbury as the Cavaliers 
pulled off a stunning 69-66 
win to end Wabash’s season 
in the sectional semi-finals. 

“They hit some tough 
shots,’ Wabash head coach 
Paul Wright said of what 
went wrong in the final 
quarter. “I feel like we got 
some pretty easy layups 
that were going in for most 
of the game and they just 
weren’t going in. I felt like 
they hit some threes and 
hit some tough floaters.

“I haven’t watched the 
film but I’d guess in those 
six minutes, we missed sev- 
en, eight, nine layups.

Canterbury had cut the 
lead all the way down to five 
points early in the fourth af- 
ter a 15-3 run was capped 
off with a Noah Drapala 
three-pointer to open the 
final frame.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. — 
Brad Davison and a bunch of 
Wisconsin players jumped 
around as the buzzer sound- 
ed Saturday, celebrating the 
end of a five-year Big Ten 
title drought. 

They just wished assistant 
coach Howard Moore could 
have been there with them. 

Ten months after an au- 
tomobile accident killed 
his wife, Jen, and 9-year- 
old daughter, Jaidyn, and 
left him with severe burns, 
Moore was first and fore- 
most in the team’s thoughts 
after No. 24 Wisconsin beat 
Indiana 60-56. 

“This whole period, this 
whole year we've been 
thinking about him,” Davi- 
son said. “Not a day goes 
by that we don’t think about 
him, and obviously this sea- 
son was dedicated to him. 
So to go out like this with 
a regular-season Big Ten 
championship is crazy.” 

Moore’s 13-year-old son, 
Jerell, suffered minor in- 
juries in the crash that also 
killed the wrong-way driver 
who ran into the family’s 
vehicle. In July, Howard 
Moore suffered a heart at- 
tack and the players haven’t 
seen him since last summer. 

The Badgers assured 
themselves at least a share 
of the Big Ten title. Losses 
by ninth-ranked Maryland 
and No. 15 Michigan State 
on Sunday would give Wis- 
consin the outright title. 

“As soon as I can, I am 
going to take that trophy 
over to see Howard and let 
him rub it, and kiss it, and 
hold it,’ coach Greg Gard 
said. “I cannot be prouder 
of these three guys that have 
been through hell and back 
in the last nine months that 
we had to face as a team and 
personally. They’ve stuck 
together. They’ve been phe- 
nomenal. I do not even have 
words to describe how good 
they have been.” 

All season, Wisconsin 
players have worn warmup 
shirts with “4 Moore” on the 
back. Gard took note of that 
after this win. 

“How ironic that the final 
difference is four points?” 
Gard said. 

The Badgers’ achieve- 
ment this season included a 
months-long battle with the 
NCAA over Micah Potter’s 
eligibility and an uncharac- 
teristic 5-5 start. 

Davison’s tiebreaking

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Baker, Harper rally Rutgers 
past Purdue 71-68 in OT

WEST LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. — Rutgers guard Geo 
Baker was just doing what 
his team expected. 

“It’s not even really put- 
ting the team on my back,” 
Baker said. “Everyone has 
a role on this team and my 
role is to get the ball at the 
end of the game and make a 
play. ’'m very comfortable 
in that role, win or lose. I 
want that. I want the ball at 
the end of the game.” 

Baker scored 19 points, 
including a crucial late bas- 
ket, to help lift Rutgers to 
a 71-68 overtime victory 
over Purdue Saturday in the 
final regular season game 
for both teams. 

“He’s tremendous,“ Rut- 
gers coach Steve Pikiell 
said. “He wanted the ball. 
I’m just proud of him. He 
made some real tough shots 
and I thought we took ad- 
vantage of some mismatch- 
es. I thought we did a good 
job of feeding our open 
guys.” 

Purdue coach Matt Paint- 
er said Baker was tough to 
stop. 

“When he gets hot like 
that, he makes those plays,” 
Painter said. “It’s amazing 
he averages 11 points be- 
cause he has an handful of 
games like he had (Satur- 
day) where he just makes 
impossible shots.” 

Ron Harper Jr. added 15 
points, including the win- 
ner, for the Scarlet Knights 


(20-11, 11-9 Big Ten). 

The Scarlet Knights, now 
3-12 all-time against Pur- 
due, got their first victory 
at Purdue. 

“This has been real- 
ly tough place for us to 
play,” Pikiell said, “It’s a 
tough place for everyone 
to play. Our guys, they’ve 
sacrificed a lot you know 
and and they’ve given up 
themselves and (Saturday) 
was just a perfect example 
where everyone stepped up 
and made big plays.” 

Purdue’s Sasha Stefanovic 
had made a 3-pointer and 
tied the game at 66-all in 
overtime. But Harper Jr. 
answered immediately with 
his third 3-pointer to put 
the Scarlet Knights ahead 
for good at 69-66 with 1:10 
to go. 

Eric Hunter Jr. was fouled 
and sank two of three free 
throws to narrow the defi- 
cit to 69-68. Baker hit a 
shot with 11 seconds left 
to make it 71-68. Purdue’s 
Evan Boudreaux missed a 
shot from behind the arc, 
but it was unclear if he got 
it off in time. 

Stefanovic was high for 
the Boilermakers (16-15, 
9-11) with 22 points. Hunt- 
er added 12 points for Pur- 
due, which saw its NCAA 
Tournament hopes dwin- 
dle. 

“It’s a big opportunity we 
missed out on, especial- 
ly closing out the regular 
season and getting a better 
seed in the Big Ten Tourna- 
ment,’ Hunter said. 


Hunter missed an oppor- 
tunity to win in regulation 
for Purdue when he missed 
the second of two free 
throws with 2.7 seconds 
remaining. His first free 
throw tied it a 6l-all. The 
Scarlet Knights got the re- 
bound, but were unable to 
get a shot off. 

Hunter’s layup had put 
Purdue ahead 60-59 with 
30 seconds to go. But Bak- 
er answered with a step- 
back jumper to put Rutgers 
ahead. 

Purdue center Matt 
Haarms electrified the 
crowd with a big dunk fol- 
lowing a missed 3-pointer 
by Jahaad Proctor to put the 
Boilermakers ahead 49-47. 

Any momentum was 
short-lived as Rutgers 
regained the lead on a 
3-pointer by Baker to grab 
a 51-49 lead with 5:43 left. 

With 1:27 left in regu- 
lation, Baker hit two free 
throws to push the Scarlet 
Knights? lead to 59-55. 
Stefanovic sank a 3-pointer 
while falling down to nar- 
row the deficit to 59-58. 

Rutgers’ Jacob Young 
missed two free throws 
with 57 seconds left. 

In the first half, Young 
sank a 3-pointer with 44 
seconds left to give Rutgers 
a 36-33 lead at the break. 

Rutgers held a 42-39 re- 
bounding edge and shot 44 
percent while Purdue was 
34 percent shooting. 

“Give them credit, they 
made some tough shots,”
